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Rut.es of Order. 



Rules of Order. 



1. After the usual opening religious exercises, the Secretary shall read the 
Minutes of the previous session. • 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion shall 
have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member of the 
Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Conference shall 
rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be entitled 
to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all who 
may desire to speak shall have spoken; nor more than fifteen minutes at a time, 
without leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to an ap- 
peal to Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; but a motion 
to adjourn shall always be in order, and this, as well as a motion to lay on the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon the call 
of any member, such question shall be divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open doors, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member who 
may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall be sanc- 
tioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question shall then 
be put. 

13. Each Committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, unless 
the chairman be designated by the Conference or the President in the appoint- 
ment of the Committee. 

14. The members of the Gmference shall assemble in the Conference-room 
punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no member shall 
absent himself from the place of Conference session without leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, where charges are preferred against a member of 
Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day of the session, 
that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and the case referred to a 
Committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall be subject to arrest of character without 
having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a written copy of the 
charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon the call 
of fifteen members. 

18. The roll of the Conference shall not be called in open Conference for the 
purpose of obtaining subscriptions of money from the preachers, except for Con- 
ference expenses, unless it shall be ordered by a three-fourths vote of the mem- 
bers then present and voting. 

19. The printed Minutes of the Conference, including all reports adopted by 
the Conference, officially signed by the President, and edited and attested by the 
Secretary, shall be the official record of its proceedings. 

20. No member who has spoken on a pending motion shall have the right to 
call for the previous question or to move to lay the same on the table.

Dr. Cranston also represented the work of the Western Book Con- 
cern in a brief address. 

W. H. Black. — On motion of F. G. Mitchell, a special Com- 
mittee of three was appointed to consider matters affecting the rela- 
tion of W. H. Black. Committee : T. H. Pearne, L. F. Van Cleve, 
and Thomas Collett. 
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Money Loan Authorized. — A. Bowers presented the following 
paper, which was adopted : 

Besolved, 1. That the trustees of the McKaig Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Troy, O., be authorized to loan to our 
church at Casstowu the sum of $229 for the improvement of their 
property, said sum of $229 being part of the proceeds of the sale of 
the McKaig Avenue Church in Troy ; said trustees of Casstowu 
property giving mortgage and notes for same without interest; and 
if the McKaig Avenue Society be not reorganized within five 
years, the notes for the above proceeds shall be canceled. 

Besolved, 2. That the presiding elder of the Dayton District and 
the preacher in charge of Troy Circuit be appointed our agents to se- 
cure the above proceeds and get the notes of the trustees, which 
notes shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the Conference Trustees. 

Church Property. — A. Bowers presented the following, which 
was, on motion, adopted: 

Besolved, 1. That the proceeds of the sale of the McKaig Avenue 
Church in Troy, Miami County, O., belonging to the Troy Circuit, 
be loaned to the trustees of our church and parsonage property in 
Covington, O., and at Pleasant Hill, Miami County, O., in the fol- 
lowing sums, viz. : Covington, $400, note due January 6, 1892 ; 
Pleasant Hill, $125, due January 6, 1891, being balance left of sec- 
ond note, after lifting mortgage and making necessary repairs upon 
the parsonage and upon the church in Casstowu, which absorbed the 
first payment of $400 and part of the second. This money to be 
loaned without interest, secured by mortgage on the property at 
Covington and Pleasant Hill ; and if the society at McKaig Avenue 
is not reorganized in five years, the notes for the above proceeds shall 
be canceled. 

Besolved, 2. That the presiding elder of the Dayton District and the 
preacher in charge of Covington and Pleasant Hill be appointed our 
agents to secure the above proceeds, and get the notes of the trustees, 
which notes shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the Conference 
Trustees. 

Order of the Day. — The hour of 10 o’clock having arrived, on 
motion of F. G. Mitchell, the Order of the Day was taken up. The 
proposed change in the Restrictive Rule concerning equal lay repre- 
sentation, handed down by the General Conference of 1888, was 
read by the Secretary. 

On motion of T. Lee, it was decided that the vote be taken with- 
out debate. 

A. B. Leonard moved that we concur in the proposed change. 
The vote was taken, with 87 in favor and 16 against. 

Board of Stewards. — J. S. Pumphrey presented the final re- 
port of the Board of Stewards. (See Report, page 55.) 
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Addresses. — J. W. Bashford, D. D., addressed the Conference 
on the work of the Ohio Wesleyan University. The Bishop an- 
nounced the transfer of J. W. Bashford from the Genesee to the Cin- 
cinnati Conference. This announcement was received with applause. 

A. B. Leonard, D. D., one of our missionary secretaries, addressed 
the Conference upon the missionary work. 

Dr. C. H. Payne, Secretary of the Board of Education, made an 
address concerning the cause which he superintends. 

The documents in the preliminary trial and vindication of L. 0. 
Deputy were presented by J. W. Mason, and ordered placed on file. 

Letter to Dr. Herr. — Thomas H. Pearne read the letter pre- 
pared by the Committee appointed to send greetings to Dr. Herr, 
and it was ordered printed in the Minutes. 

Admission of Women. — The Committee appointed to con- 
sider the mode of procedure in the vote on the admission of women 
to the General Conference, presented their report. It was read by 
A. B. Leonard, and was adopted, as follows : 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1888 decided to submit to 
a vote of all our people the proposition to so amend the Second Re- 
strictive Rule as to make women eligible as lay delegates in that 
body by passing the following : 

“ Resolved , That during the months of October and November, in the year of 
our Lord 1890, on any day except the Sabbath, the time to be determined by the 
preacher in charge, who shall give at least twenty days’ notice thereof, there 
shall be held a general election in the several places of worship of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at which all members in full connection, and not under 
twenty years of age, shall be invited to vote by ballot ‘for the amendment,’ or 
‘ against the amendment.’ Said election shall be held under the direction of the 
preacher in charge and two laymen chosen by the Quarterly Conference or 
Official Board, who shall superintend the details of the election, and within ten 
days thereafter shall report the election to the presiding elder of the district, 
who shall report the same to the presiding bishop of the ensuing Annual Con- 
ference, to be entered upon the Conference Journal.” 

Therefore we recommend the following: 

1. That said elections be held between the dates of Thursday, Oc- 
tober 16th, and Thursday, November 13, 1890. 

2. That the polls be kept open at least two hours in the after- 
noon and two hours in the evening of the day of election, the time 
to be definitely stated when the notice is given. 

3. That the persons having charge of the election prepare written 
or printed ballots, and have them conveniently placed so that all may 
have full opportunity and facility for casting their votes.

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Tenth Question. — The Tenth Question, “ What Local Preachers 
have been elected Deaconsf’ was called. Recommendations were pre- 
sented as follows : Of Wm. G. Hall, from Amelia Quarterly Confer- 
ence; Nicholas A. Morjickian, from the Mechanicsburg Quarterly 
Conference; Albert C. Turrell, from the Grace, Piqua, Quarterly 
Conference ; and Daniel Stecker, from the Mt. Victory Quarterly Con- 
ference, Central Ohio Conference. They were represented by their 
presiding elders and examiners, and were elected deacons. 

Sixteenth Question. — The Sixteenth Question, “What Local 
Deacons have been elected Eldei's?” was called. There were none recom- 
mended. 

At this juncture, the time having expired, it was, by vote, extended. 

Seventh Question. — The Seventh Question was called: “ Who 
are received on Credentials from other Churches ?” The credentials of A. L. 
Moore, a local elder in the United Brethren Church, and recom- 
mended by the Pearl Street Quarterly Conference, were recognized. 

Sixth Question. — The Sixth Question, “Who are readmitted f* 
was taken up. The certificate' of location of Frank E. Vance, from 
the Kentucky Conference, was read, and he was readmitted, and as- 
signed to the class of deacons of the second year. 

W. H. Black.— L. F. V an Cleve read the report of the Special 
Committee in the case of W. H. Black as follows : 

Your Committee in the case of W. H. Black beg leave to report 
that they have heard representations of the several debts, which it is 
complained have not been paid according to promises made when con- 
tracted and since, and have also learned that he has made some pay- 
ments lately upon a portion of them, and promises to pay as rapidly 
as possible, from a salary lately considerably increased, the remainder. 

We recommend that his character pass, with the express under- 
standing that these obligations shall be met as rapidly as possible. 
Your Committee are of the opinion that he should pay at least fifty 
per cent of the said claims before the next session of this Conference, 
and that your Committee should be authorized by this Conference to 
communicate with him and inform him of this action.

was sung. 

George H. Kennedy. — The memoir of George H. Kennedy 
was read by A. Bovvers; and L. F. Van Cleve, M. Kauffman, and 
S. D. Clayton spoke briefly and tenderly of their regard for the 
deceased. 

Samuel A. Brewster. — A. Bowers read the memoir of Samuel 
A. Brewster, and appropriate remarks were made by A. Lowrey, T. H. 
Pearne, Wm. Runyan, and A. N. Spahr. 

Mrs. W. J. Quarry. — The memoir of Harriet Elizabeth Quarry 
was read by W. H. Sutherland. One stanza of the hymn beginning, 

“ O how sweet it will be,” 

was sung, and Bishop Joyce spoke feelingly of his relations with, and 
memory of, the brethren deceased. 



FIFTH DAY. 

MONDA Y MORNING , September 1, 1890. 

g ONFERENCE reassembled at 8.30 o’clock, J. F. Marlay con- 
ducting the devotional services. At 9 o’clock Bishop Joyce took 
the chair, and the Journal of Saturday’s session was read and approved. 

First Question. — The First Question, “ Who are received by 
Transfer, and from what Conference ?” was called, and the Bishop an- 
nounced the transfer of Edward S. Lewis, from the Holston Confer- 
ence ; Rowland D. Powell, from the Ohio Conference; George F. 
Arms, from the Vermont Conference; Harry Compton, from the 
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New England Conference; and Ira H. La Fetra, from the Austin 
Conference. 

Rowland D. Powell was elected to elder’s orders, and Ira H. La Fetra 
to deacon’s and elder’s orders, under the missionary rule. 

By motion, the Bishop w T as instructed to leave Harry Compton 
without appointment, to attend one of our theological schools. 

Question Twenty-two. — The Twenty-second Question was 
recalled : “Have any been transferred, and to what Conferences ?” and the 
Bishop announced the transfer of R. H. Rust to the Detroit Conference. 

The memoirs read at the memorial service yesterday were presented 
and adopted. 

Resolutions. — By motion, the Committee on Conference Reso- 
lutions was constituted as follows : J. F. Marlay, T. H. Pearne, 
A. N. Spahr. 

By request of Bishop Joyce, Bishop Walden presented the question 
of attaching the work of Bishop Taylor in South America as a dis- 
trict of this Conference, and the following paper, presented by John 
Pearson, was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Conference invites our presiding Bishop to or- 
ganize our Methodist Episcopal Church in Chili, South America, into 
a presiding elder’s district, and attach it to this Conference, under 
paragraph 361 of the Discipline. 

D. J. Starr. — A. U. Beall presented the following paper, and it 
was adopted : 

Whereas, Our Brother D. J. Starr, D. D., by reason of impaired 
health, has found it necessary to seek a change of climate, and to re- 
quest a superannuate relation, after having spent thirty-four years in 
the effective ministry as pastor and presiding elder, and Conference 
Agent of the Tract Society and Church Publications ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we deplore the constrained absence of our brother 
from this session of the Conference, and we hereby assure him of our 
w r arm affection, sympathy, and prayers for his speedy restoration to 
health, and to his place among us in our w T ork of the ministry.

Standing Committees. — A. U. Beall also offered the following, 
which was adopted : 

Resolved, That we make the list of the Standing Committees, as pre- 
sented in last year’s Minutes, the order in which reports of said Com- 
mittees should be presented to the Conference, the Secretary calling 
the Committees, and this be the order until all Committees shall be 
called. 
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Place of Next Session. — On motion of F. G. Mitchell, the 
place of holding the next session of the Conference was made the 
special order of the day for 10 o’clock this morning. 

S. B. Smith, the counsel to represent the Conference in the appeal 
of Willis Palmer to the Judicial Conference, presented the following 
report : 

Willis Palmer not appearing at the Judicial Conference to prosecute 
his appeal, his case was dismissed, and the records of the case were 
returned to the Secretary of this Conference. 

On motion of F. G. Mitchell, a collection was taken, which amounted 
to 816.52, to meet the expenses of the brethren attending the Judicial 
Conference. 

Church Extension. — The following resolution, presented by 
A. Bowers, was adopted : 

Resolved, That if it be practicable, the collections for Church Ex- 
tension be taken before the 1st of March next, throughout the Con- 
ference. A. Bowers. 

Conference Trustees. — In accordance with the action of Con- 
ference last year (see page 37), calling for a Committee to audit the 
accounts of the Conference Trustees, J. Pearson made a report. (See 
Special Report.) 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, the following was adopted : 

Resolved, That a Committee be appointed to ascertain the exact legal 
status of the corporation of the Cincinnati Conference, and take such 
measures as may be found necessary in order to make the entire Con- 
ference such corporation. 

On motion of J. F. Conrey, certain commercial papers were re- 
ferred to this Committee. 

The Committee was composed of Thomas Lee, J. Pearson, and 
T. H. Pearne. 

Introductions. — The following visiting brethren were introduced : 
J. A. Fitzwater, of the Central Ohio Conference ; A. H. Gillett, D. D., 
of the East Ohio Conference; Samuel Small, D. D., president of 
Utah University, and a member of the Colorado Conference ; and 
W. P. Thirkield, D. D., of the Savannah Conference. 

By invitation, Dr. Small, president of Utah University, spoke 
words of greeting to the Conference. 

On motion of Wm. Runyan, the Treasurer was instructed, in pre- 
paring his report, to omit therefrom special collections, and simply re- 
port the general collections. 
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Thirty- third Question. — By motion, the Order of the Day was 
taken lip — “ Where shall the next Conference be held?’ First Church, Ur- 
bana, and Wilmington were put in nomination, and, after representa- 
tions, by a count vote Urbana was selected. This selection was made 
unanimous, and a vote of thanks extended to Wilmington for their 
kind invitation. 

Collection for Sexton. — By consent, a collection amounting to 
$27.48 was taken for the sextons, and placed in the hands of J. W. 
Cassatt for that purpose. 

Question Two. — Question Two was called: “Who are admitted 
on Trial?” The recommendations of J. P. Gilliland, from the Madi- 
sonville Quarterly Conference ; of Gervaise Rough ton, from Trinity 
Quarterly Conference, Cincinnati ; John P. Nine, from Concord 
Quarterly Conference ; George H. Smith, from the New Madison 
Quarterly Conference ; Cyrus M. Van Pelt, from Broadway Quarterly 
Conference ; James R. Hill, from Brandt Quarterly Conference ; 
Wm. E. Spurrier, from Hillsboro Circuit Quarterly Conference ; 
George T. Perry, from the Harrison Quarterly Conference ; Alvin K. 
Stabler, from the Lebanon Quarterly Conference ; Frank C. En- 
glish, from the Jacksonville Quarterly Conference ; and of Walter S. 
Gray, from the Blue Creek Quarterly Conference, were presented. 
They were introduced to the Conference, represented by their presiding 
elders and Examining Committees, and were admitted on trial. 

By invitation of Bishop Joyce, Bishop Walden took the chair. 

Leave of Absence. — By motion, W. I. Fee w 7 as granted leave 
of absence from the further sessions of the Conference. 

Chinese Question. — A. B. Leonard presented the following 
communication to the House of Congressional Representatives con- 
cerning the Chinese question. The paper was adopted, and it w T as 
directed that a copy, signed by the President and Secretary of this 
Conference, be sent to the Representative of this District in Congress : 
To the House of Representatives : 

The Cincinnati Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, composed of two hundred ministers, and representing nearly 
fifty thousand Church members, respectfully protest against the passage 
of House Bill 11,656, “to absolutely prohibit the coming of Chinese 
persons into the United States,” now pending before your honorable 
body. The Methodist Episcopal Church has large missionary interests 
in China, having four separate missions in that country, which are 
being conducted with energy and success ; having also educational in- 
terests in great centers, such as Peking, Nanking, and Foochow, in 
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which are many students, and from which many graduates have al- 
ready gone forth into various lines of professional and business life. 
We feel sure that any further oppressive legislation against the Chi- 
nese will greatly endanger the interests of our missionaries and 
merchants in China, and the great work which the different Christian 
Churches of this land have already successfully established in that 
empire. The Chinese Government is slow to resent insults, and has 
never been anxious that its people should emigrate to other countries ; 
but under the provocation of repeated acts of unfriendly legislation, 
there is danger that retaliation may be resorted to, which would be 
justified in the eyes of the civilized world, and which would seriously 
endanger, if not destroy, our missionary and mercantile interests in 
China. While this is true, it is true, on the other hand, that there 
is absolutely no necessity for this legislation. We are not willing to 
believe that there is any sentiment, even on the Pacific Coast, which 
demands this sweeping measure against Chinese merchants, students, 
and travelers. If there is such a sentiment, it ought not to be en- 
couraged, but repudiated and condemned. Our Nation can not afford 
to disgrace itself in the eyes, of the civilized world by such unjust 
and oppressive legislation as this bill proposes. In the name of hu- 
manity, as well as Christianity, and for the honor of our beloved 
country, we most earnestly protest against the passage of this bill. (See 
Papers and Documents.) 

On motion, it was decided that when we adjourn it be to meet at 
2 o’clock this afternoon. 

The time of the session was extended. 

The Board of Stewards made the distribution of their funds. (See 
Reports.) 

The following paper was presented by T. H. Pearne, and, on mo- 
tion, adopted : 

Whereas, The Rev. George K. Morris, pastor of St. Paul Church, 
Cincinnati, in response to an invitation extended to him at Epworth 
Heights by a number of his ministerial brethren, has given us, the 
members of the Cincinnati Conference, a valuable course of lectures 
on sacred oratory ; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we heartily appreciate the kindness of Dr. Morris 
in giving us the benefit of these practical and philosophical lectures. 

Resolved, 2. That we regard them as able expositions of the art 
and science of sacred oratory, and very helpful and inspiring to the 
public speaker. 

Resolved, 3. That we congratulate the Cincinnati Conference in 
having Dr. Morris as a member, and we cordially request him to con- 
tinue his lectures at the seat of Conference next year, and request 
the publication of these lectures in a volume on “ Sacred Oratory.”

On motion of T. Lee, the Conference adjourned. R. K. Deem was 
appointed to conduct the devotions of the afternoon session. An- 
nouncements were made, and the benediction was pronounced by 
A. Lowrey.

The report of the Committee on Sunday-schools was read by W. P. 
Jackson. A. H. Gillet, D. D., Assistant Secretary of the Sunday- 
school Union, spoke on the work of the Society, and the report was 
adopted. 

The report of the Tract Committee was read by E. McHugh, and 
it was adopted. 

The Committee on Divorce reported through T. H. Pearne, and the 
report was adopted. 

Divorce. — On motion of A. Lowrey, a Special Committee of five 
was appointed to consider the question of divorce, and report the re- 
sults of its investigation to the next Conference session, and the Com- 
mittee was constituted as follows : T. H. Pearne, L. F. Van Cleve, 
A. Lowrey, George K. Morris, and C. H. Payne. 

On motion of C. H. Payne, T. H. Pearne was invited to prepare a 
paper on the question of divorce, to be published in our official Church 
papers. 

Treasurer’s Report. — The Treasurer’s report was read by W. J. 
Baker. The Auditing Committee reported that the Treasurer’s report 
was correct. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, it was ordered that a foot-note be 
appended, explaining certain discrepancies in the column of “other 
collections,” likewise bequests. 

The report was then adopted. 

By motion of L. F. Van Cleve, it was ordered that the Treasurer’s 
report be published by footings only by districts. 

W. L. Hypes moved that the Treasurer be instructed to put 
his name upon the Conference envelopes, that it may be a proper 
receipt for the pastors for money paid, and the motion pre- 
vailed. 

By motion, it was ordered that the remainder of the statistical re- 
ports be printed in the Minutes, without further reading. 

Bishop Walden, on leaving the chair, spoke feelingly of his 
relation to the Conference, and his pleasure in being present at this 
session. 

Bishop Joyce then resumed the chair. 

W. L. Hypes moved, and the motion prevailed by a unanimous 
rising vote, that the names of Bishops J. M. Walden and I. W. Joyce

members, and continued there. 

M. LeSourd read the report of the Committee on Church Extension, 
and it was adopted.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

We desire to express our appreciation of, and interest in, the 
work of the American Bible Society. Its mission has been, and is 
now, to spread Gospel light and truth, and in this it has been emi- 
nently successful. 

God has prospered it in this work, and by means of its efforts the 
Bible has been placed in many homes that otherwise would have been 
destitute of Scripture light and influence. It has been an aid to our 
preachers in their work, and in return ought to receive the hearty 
support of every Methodist Church aud pastor. We trust the time 
will speedily come when every charge in this Conference will con- 
tribute to its support. During the year it has completed the fourth 
general resupply of the United States, which was eight years in pro- 
gress. During that time 6,309,628 families were visited, and of these, 
757,581 were found destitute of God’s Word, and their need supplied.

The Committee also paid the expenses of the Conference 
for stationery, postage, etc., amounting to $26.88.

There are to-day three thousand congregations and five thousand 
Sunday-schools without roof or shelter. A special gift of one hundred

Two hundred and fifty dollars will secure 
one on the frontier.

CONFERENCE TRUSTEES. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Cincinnati Conference : 

Dear Brethren, — Your Committee to examine into the condition 
of the funds of the Conference Trustees as to “how secured and 
managed, and any other things of importance connected therewith,” 
beg leave respectfully to report as follows : 

The Treasurer of the Trustees, Dr. J. T. Bail, reports to me that 
the Trustees have at present a total fund of $6,400 in cash, a scholar- 
ship in the Ohio Wesleyan University, and 120 shares of stock in the 
Xeuia Academy, later Xenia College, of a face value of $6,000, being 
a majority of said stock. 

Of this amount on the date of the examination there was in the 
hands of the Treasurer $500 from recent collections, and awaiting in- 
vestment. 

I have personally inspected all notes, bonds, and securities, repre- 
senting the remaining $5,900, aud find as follows: $1,500 is in bonds 
of the Little Miami Railroad, paying eight per cent per annum free 
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of taxes; $2,150 is secured by what is represented in nearly every 
instance as first-class personal security; $2,150 is secured by mort- 
gages which Dr. Bail reports as first liens on the premises, which in 
each case is worth several times the amount secured. In some in- 
stances, however, the mortgaged property is not known to be insured. 
$100 is secured by personal indorsement, and by order on Conference 
Stewards. 1 have full lists of the makers, the amounts, and the time 
of these notes. I find that $400 bears 6 per cent interest, $2,950 
bears 7 per cent interest, and $2,550 bears 8 per cent interest. This 
gives for the entire $5,900 invested an average interest of 7} percent. 
The interest has been promptly and fully collected to date. 

The management of the affairs of the Board, so far as investments 
are concerned, is largely in the hands of the Treasurer. The Board 
holds an annual meeting, at which time all its affairs come under re- 
view, and its funds are at that time appropriated. 

As to the safety of the funds, the Treasurer avers that in the 
seventeen years that he has filled the office not a cent of the funds in- 
vested by him has been lost. This weighty fact will not fail to im- 
press the Conference with the great care, good judgment, and financial 
ability of Dr. Bail. He has also given, without a penny of compensa- 
tion, a great deal of labor and time, and not a little expense in such 
minor items as postage, stationery, etc. Our friend, Dr. Bail, richly 
deserves the thanks of the Conference. So much for the funds and 
how invested. 

There are “other things of importance ” in connection with this 
Board of Trustees, relating to which no doubt the Conference desired 
information. 

I applied to Dr. Weeks, the present Secretary, for information re- 
garding the organization of the Board. He furnished me a copy of 
the action of the Conference in 1863 which originated the Board, also 
some extracts from the proceedings of the Board, and a copy of the 
Articles of Incorporation, which are on record in Greene County, O., 
Vol. I, pages 65 and 66 of Record of Religious Societies. These were 
made in accordance with the statutes of the State at that time in force, 
as found in Derby’s Edition of Swan’s Revised Statutes of Ohio, pages 
222-8-9, in force in 1863-4. 

There is no constitution or by-laws beyond the Articles of Incor- 
poration. The Conference, at its session in 1863, appointed seven 
trustees, who met in Dayton, February 25, 1864, and then resolved 
that the corporate name should be “ Trustees of the Cincinnati Con- 
ference Methodist Episcopal Church.” The following is a copy of the 
Greene County record already referred to : 

Incorporation of Board of Trustees fllethodist Episcopal Chureh. 

Lockland, O., December 9, 1863. 

At the session of the Cincinnati Annual Conference, held in Xenia, Ohio, 
during September, 1863, on the 8th day of that month, Brother Herr presented 
the following resolutions, which were adopted: 

Resolved, 1. That in order to secure legacies made to the Church by its de- 
ceased members for benevolent purposes, this Conference elect a Board of Trus- 
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tees of seven persons to be invested with corporate powers to receive and 
hold in trust all moneys and property which may come into their hands in the 
manner and for the purposes above designated. 

Resolved , 2. That said Trustees proceed without delay to secure appropriate 
corporate powers according to the provisions of the statutes of the State of Ohio. 
M. Marlay, W. Herr, Wm. Simmons, Wm. Nast, D. Warnock, D. Reed, and 
W. G. W. Lewis were appointed said Board ofTrustees. 

I hereby certify the foregoing to be a true copy from the Journal of the 
Twelfth Session of the Cincinnati Annual Conference.

According to appointment, the Trustees of the Cincinnati Annual Confer- 
ence, Methodist Episcopal Church, met in Wesley Chapel in this city at 10 A. M. 
The following members of the Board were present: M. Marlay, W. Herr, 
W. Simmons, W. G. W. Lewis, D. Reed, and D. Warnock; absent, Wm. Nast. 
M. Marlay was elected Chairman, and W. Herr, Secretary. The Trustees or- 
ganized themselves into a corporate body according to the statute of the State of 
Ohio, to be known and recognized in law' by the name of Trustees of the Cin- 
cinnati Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church for Benevolent Purposes. 
The Rev. W. G. W. Lewis was duly elected Treasurer, and W. Herr, Secretary 
of the Board. 

Received for record March 2, 1864. Recorded same day.

It will be noticed that, according to this action, the Board of 
Trustees “incorporated themselves,” and not the Cincinnati Confer- 
ence ; that there is nowhere any recognition of responsibility to re- 
port to the Conference ; that it is a close corporation, and seems only 
by courtesy to refer its election of Trustees to the Conference for its 
approval; and, as a matter of fact, in the twenty-six years of its exist- 
ence it has not half that many times asked the Conference to sanc- 
tion its elections, nor has it made to the Conference any reports of 
its proceedings. It is true the excellent men who have in those 
years acted as Trustees have been true to every interest of our Church ; 
but it is well worth considering whether this Conference should not 
be so incorporated that it would elect its own trustees, and have them 
directly responsible to it. A general law was recently passed in this 
State at the instance of the Central Ohio Conference that gives im- 
portant provisions for this kind of incorporation.

DEACONESS BOARD OF CONTROL. 

We gratefully recognize the guiding hand of God in the Dea- 
coness movement. We believe that it opens the widest door for con- 
secrated woman’s work that the Church has entered since the apostolic 
age. The fact that other denominations are taking steps toward 
utilizing this Scriptural agency is an indication of the place it is 
henceforth to hold in the estimation of the Church of God. A little 
over a year ago the way was prepared for the establishment of the 
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Elizabeth Gamble Home within the boundaries of our Conference. 
It was organized under the Church plan, with a Conference Board 
of Control, thus making it distinctively and absolutely a Conference 
work. We rejoice that the promise of this bright beginning has been 
more than realized. There are at the present time sixteen deaconesses, 
two associated deaconesses, and two missionary deaconesses engaged 
regularly in their work of visitation from house to house among the 
neglected rich and poor, in caring for the sick, working in the jails, in 
the mission-schools, and in every way doing the work to which God 
has called them. Your Board has visited the Home several times 
during the year, and in connection with it Christ Hospital. The en- 
tire establishment has marvelously developed. There are now five 
well-equipped buildings, with forty-six rooms, as compared with eleven 
last year. These are comfortably and even handsomely furnished. 
Everything about the buildings is spotlessly neat and clean. There 
are eight nurse deaconesses receiving the instructions of a graduate 
from a leading institution of the country for the training of nurses. 
The hospital is filled with grateful patients, tenderly cared for by self- 
sacrificing women, inspired by the loftiest motive that influences human 
action — the constraining love of the Lord Jesus Christ. The patients 
are under the best sanitary conditions medical science can suggest. 
The best possible moral conditions prevail. The atmosphere of the 
hospital is distinctively and evangelically religious. It is an atmos- 
phere of faith and prayer. To these godly nurses the interests of 
the soul are not less important than the healing of the body. The 
Board recognizes with profound gratitude the response for help that 
has come from the people everywhere — from the unconverted, from 
members of other denominations, from our own Church, and especially 
from those within the boundaries of our own Conference from whom 
the largest part of the support for Home and Hospital must neces- 
sarily come. With such a field as God has led us into, let us measure 
up to our splendid opportunity and “ help those women.” The Board 
has examined six deaconess novitiates. The course of study is that 
adopted by the National Convention of Deaconess Workers at Ocean 
Grove, July, 1889. The class was prepared for a part of the first 
year’s study, and was examined in Binney’s Compend, first volume 
of Hurst’s History of the Church, and Stalker’s Life of Christ. They 
were prepared for this examination by a six months’ daily recitation 
conducted by Miss Isabella Thoburn, and by a weekly review con- 
ducted by Rev. J. H. Lease. The result was an examination that by 
any Conference Committee would be marked ten all the way through. 
The work is growing. One of the most urgent needs at the present 
time is a home for our aged people, for reformed women, and home- 
less children. We recommend that this be opened as soon as the 
Board deem it prudent. Let the hearts of our people be opened to 
this message of our Lord : “ Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” We rec- 
ommend also the securing, as speedily as possible, of a more suitable 
building for the general purposes of this work. The house now used 
temporarily is ill adapted and entails a vast amount of unnecessary 
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labor upon the nurses and others that would be avoided had we more 
suitable quarters. Let the Church continue her encouragement of this 
movement, and Methodism will inaugurate new methods of Protestant 
Church work. J. F. Marlay, Chairman.

DEACONESS WORK.

The inauguration of the Deaconess work by the General Confer- 
ence of 1888 will, in the years to come, make it more and more an 
historic Conference. 

In paragraph 207 of the Methodist Discipline the object of the 
order of Deaconesses is set forth as follows : 



“The duties of the Deneonesses are to minister to the poor, visit the sick, 
pray with the dying, care for the orphan, seek the wandering, comfort the sor 
rowing, save the sinning, and, relinquishing wholly all other pursuits, devote 
themselves, in a general way, to such forms of Christian labor as may be suited 
to their abilities."’ 

We believe this work will inaugurate a new era in aggressive 
Christian work in our Church. 

What faithful pastor has not often felt that there is a chasm be- 
tween the Church and the masses of the people? This chasm is to be 
spanned by the Deaconess movement. 

Whereas, The society has been so successful uuder its present or- 
ganization in securing the confidence and co-operation of the Church 
at large, we therefore request that there be no change in the manage- 
ment ; that this work be not merged into or controlled by any one 
society of the Church, but that it may continue to appeal to the 
Church at large. 

We therefore recommend the continuance of the present Confer- 
ence Board of Control, which shall administer the affairs of said in- 
stitution as heretofore. 

Whereas, The needs of the Gamble Deaconess Home of Cincin- 
nati have already outgrown the present accommodations; and 

Whereas, There is pressing need, in connection with this Home, 
of a building to be used as a home for aged and infirm members of 
our Church, — 

We therefore pledge our hearty co-operation in raising the means 
necessary to carry forward this work. We will welcome the Secretary 
of this work to our pulpits, and will second his appeals by our per- 
sonal efforts to raise the money necessary to carry forward this glorious 
work, and recommend that the Board project the work as soon as 
Providence shall open the way.

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DIVORCE. 

Within the last few years the subject of divorce has received 
much attention. Representative and legislative bodies of some of the 
largest Churches have expressed their profound convictions concerning 
it. Committees of correspondence and conference from sister Churches 
have met and deliberated. They have formulated united action, and 
taken it. The usual American form of combating great public evils — 
viz., the organization of leagues and alliances and societies — has been 
employed. Numerous memorials have been signed by many thousands 
of citizens, and sent to Congress, asking thorough investigation as to 
this great and growing evil, and, if possible, effectual relief from it. 
Especially were they seeking, if found to be practicable, to secure 
uniform laws on marriage and divorce in all the States and Territories. 

Distinguished jurists and statesmen, presidents of colleges and uni- 
versities, in different States, co-operated in their efforts to obtain better 
legislation on this subject. At length, in 1888, Congress made an ap- 
propriation of SI 7,500 for this work. This was expended under direc- 
tion of the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Valuable statistics have been 
collected from all the counties in the United States, making a stout 
octavo volume of nearly eleven hundred pages. 

They show that in twenty years — i. e., from 1867 to 1886, in- 
clusive — 328,716 divorces had been granted within the United States 
and Territories. 

Nine tables are given, showing the marriages and divorces in each 
year, the number of divorces bv years for specific causes, the number 
of divorces by years for classified causes, the duration of marriage be- 
fore divorce, the same by States and by the United States. There are 
tables showing whether the divorced remain in the States where divorced, 
and others showing the number of children of divorced parents. Then, 
also, are given the laws and statistics as to marriage and divorce in Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Germany, Hungary, Great Britain, and Ireland. 

In general, the memorialists did not ask Congress to enact laws 
amending the United States Constitution so as to provide for a National 
marriage and divorce law, alike in all the States and Territories ; nor 
did Congress take any such action. Grouping the States by sections, 
the following facts appear : 

Of the six New England States, three show a decrease in the divorce 
rate between the first and fourth quinquennial periods. 

Middle States. — New York shows an increase of 26.7 of the fourth 
over the first quinquennial period; Delaware 36.2 per cent; Pennsyl- 
vania, 71.6 percent; Maryland, 88.2 percent increase. 

Southern States, including the District of Columbia, which latter 
shows an increase of 102.6 per cent of the fourth over the first quin- 
quennial period; Virginia, 174.9 per cent; North Carolina, 344.6 ; 
Georgia, 147.7 ; Florida, 387.4. 

Gulf States. — Alabama has increased 415.9 per cent; Mississippi, 
517.4 per cent; Louisiana, 338.7 per cent; Texas, 742.3 per cent. 
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Middle Southern States. — West Virginia, increase 169.9 per cent; 
Kentucky, 99 per cent; Tennessee, 141.6 per cent; Arkansas, 377.9 
percent; Missouri, 150.1 percent. 

Western States. — Ohio, 88.9 per cent increase; Michigan, 147.6 
per cent; Indiana, 36.6 per cent; Illinois, 107.7; Wisconsin, 67.1 ; 
Minnesota, 307.7; Iowa, 97.4; Nebraska, 1,008.6; Kansas, 352.7; 
California, 278.6 ; Oregon, 179.9; Nevada, 13 per cent. 

In Rhode Island and Connecticut, the ratio of marriages to one 
divorce is respectively 11.11 and 11.32 marriages to each divorce dur- 
ing the whole twenty years. 

In Massachusetts 31.28 marriages in twenty years to one divorce. 
In 1867 the ratio of marriages to each divorce was 45.44. In 1886 it 
was 31.90. 

Ohio has fallen off in ratio from 32.44 marriages to one divorce in 
1867 to 15.16 in 1836. 

In twenty years in New Hampshire there were only 9.74 marriages 
to one divorce; Michigan, 12.92; Illinois, 14.76; Maryland, 61.94. 

In 1867, in the United States, 15,687 divorces were granted, and 
each year afterwards, until 1886, increasing in number, until, in 1886, 
the number reached 25,535. As already stated, the divorces reached 
the appalling number of 328,716. 

The divorce movement increased for the second five years over the 
first five years 27.9 per cent; in the third over the second five years, 
30.3 per cent ; in the fourth over the third, 31.4 ; in the fourth over 
the first, 119 per cent; in the second decade over the first, 69.2 per 
cent. In 1886 the increase over 1867 was 157 per cent. 

From 1870 to 1880 the population increased 31.1 per cent. In the 
same decade the divorces increased 79.4 per cent, outstripping the 
increase of population 49.3 per cent. In 1870 the estimated number 
of married couples in the United States was 7,281,310 ; divorces, 
10,962, or 664 married couples to one divorced couple. In 1880 the 
estimated number of married couples was 9,464,908 ; divorces, 19,663, 
or 481 married couples to one divorce. 

The estimated marriages had increased 28 per cent. Divorces in 
the same time had increased 79.4 per cent, or 51.4 per cent more than 
marriages. 

Comparing our country with three of the leading European coun- 
tries, the record stands : 

German Empire, 1881 to 1886. — Marriages, 2,145,898 ; divorces, 
33,082, or 65 marriages to one divorce. 

Great Britain and Ireland, 1867 to 1886. — Marriages, 4,878,868; 
divorces and separations, 5,854, or 830 marriages to one divorce. 

France. — From 1867 to 1886, divorces were 62,985 ; marriages, 
same time, 5,784,530, or 918 marriages to one divorce. 

Increase of divorces in France in the twentieth year over the first 
was 190 per cent. France exceeds our percentage of increase in the 
same time 41 per cent. 

The lessons taught by this showing are : 

1. Divorce is a gigantic and growing evil. It is a foul and spread- 
ing cancer upon the body politic, threatening our civilization. 
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2. Combined powerful organizations against this giant evil are 
imperatively demanded. 

3. The discussion in pulpit, forum, and press of marriage and its 
sacredness, and the home and its unspeakable value to the Church 
and the State, is a vitally urgent need. The Bible teachings on this 
subject should be clearly and persistently presented.

We have learned with pleasure that Miss Jane M. Bancroft, Ph. D., 
has been added to the Faculty as professor of history.

It is urged that this Conference, in admitting young men to the

Pavne. Dr. Lucien Clark ; to Garrett Biblical Institute, Henry Clar- 
ence Weakley, John R. Shannon. 

EDUCATIONAL! INSTITUTIONS. 

We recommend that a Commission be appointed to consider the 
relations and obligations of the Cincinnati Conference to the several 
educational institutions within our bounds, and that this Commission 
be authorized to take such action as will relieve the Conference of all 
further financial obligation to, or connection, if any, with all these 
institutions, except the Ohio Wesleyan University, and secure to this 
Conference such equities as we are entitled to. We recommend that 
Dr. L. F. Van Cleve, Dr. John Pearson, Davis W. Clark, and 
Dr. Wm.

OUR EDUCATIONAL! COL 1 L 1 ECTIONS. 

1. We recognize in the Board of Education an organization equal 
in importance with the great Connectional societies. We are in full 
accord with its work'. We especially commend the efforts of the Cor- 
responding Secretary, Dr. C. II. Payne, to unify, harmonize, and 
strengthen our educational work, and to place it in proper relation to 
our common Methodism. 

2. We believe that “ Children’s-day ” has great possibilities as an 
agent for the improvement of our children and youth, and we recom- 
mend its observance in all our Churches. We also urge the use of the 
exercises annually prepared by the Board, and the taking of a collection 
for the Children’s Fund administered by the Board. 

3. The Church has in the Board of Education a Connectional so- 
ciety wisely, impartially, and with proper safe-guards, administering the 
funds for aiding worthy and needy youth in preparing for the ministry 
and for Christian work. 

We believe, therefore, it would be wdse for the several local and 
Conference educational societies to commit the disbursement of all 
funds for aiding students to this Board, and we trust that the next 
General Conference will take such action as will secure this end. We 
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recommend this subject to the consideration of the General Commission 
on Education, authorized by the last General Conference, and also to 
the consideration of the several Annual Conferences. 

4. In accord with the foregoing, and in harmony with the paper from 
the Bishops submitted to us, this Conference hereby directs — (1) That the 
aiding of students belonging within the bounds of the Conference shall 
be committed to the General Board of Education ; all applications for aid 
sent to the Board, and all educational collections for the aid of students, 
shall be remitted to the Board for disbursement, according to its rules. 
(2) That all moneys collected for any of our institutions of education 
be reported and printed in the Minutes, under the head of “ Other 
Collections.” J. F. Marlay, Chairman.

EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



Less than one year and a half has past since the plan of the Pip- 
worth League was presented to the Church. 

It met a felt want in providing for the complete organization of 
our young people for Christian work and mutual help and improve- 
ment. 

Its cordial reception by the young people is attested by its mar- 
velous growth ; for it numbers its chapters by the thousand, and its 
members by the hundred thousand. 

The unprecedented growth that has attended this society, and the 
good results already manifest, justify us in regarding this movement 
as providential, and worthy of our heartiest co-operation and sympathy. 

We regard with great satisfaction and thanksgiving the prosperity 
that has attended this organization, believing, as we do, that it will do 
much to solve the question, “How can we hold our young people to 
the Church?” 

In regard to this work, your Committee would respectfully report 
as follows : 

1. That we request each pastor, where no League exists, to present 
this subject to the young people, and urge them to adopt the plan of 
work laid down by the Epworth League, and to fully identify them- 
selves with the general movement by securing a charter. Where 
other societies of the young people exist in our Churches, we urge 
their affiliation with the Epworth League by the adoption of its plan 
of organization and work, that there may be a unity of work and pur- 
pose among our young people. We would not reflect in any manner 
on either the character, work, or methods of other organizations of 
young people, but would emphasize the thought that young people of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church should be organized in such a manner 
as to preserve in their minds and work the spirit and peculiarities of 
discipline of Methodism. Affiliation w T ith the Epworth League we 
believe to be a duty devolving on the young people of our Church, 
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which should be encouraged by every pastor as earnestly as prac- 
ticable. 

2. We would emphasize the importance of keeping dominant the 
spiritual work of the League. Let each League give to the depart- 
ment of religious work the first consideration. To this end, the pledge 
should be urged on each member, and a special effort be made to in- 
duce all to take part in the religious services. 

3. We recommend the holding of an Epworth League convention 
in each presiding elders’ district during the Conference year. That 
the Conference organization may be complete, w T e make the following 
nomination of officers: President, S. A. Keen, D. D. ; Secretary, 
H. D. Ketcham (elected at the Columbus convention) ; Treasurer, 
L. F. Young; Vice-Presidents — First Department, E. T. Wells; 
Second Department, D. D. Cheney; Third Department, S. O. Royal; 
Fourth Department, J. W. Peters. These officers should arrange for 
an anniversary to be held at the next session of the. Conference. 

4. We heartily indorse the work of the Junior League among the 
children, and commend it to the pastors and Leagues as a department 
of the Epworth League scheme that will bring forth the grandest re- 
sults when faithfully worked. 

5. We would express our hearty approval of the Epworth Herald , 
the organ of the League, as a pure and helpful paper for our young 
people, supplying to them a safe as well as attractive literature. The 
Leagues will be greatly helped in their work by extending the circu- 
lation of this paper. 

6. To Leagues contemplating a course of study in Bible history, 
or the early history of our Church, we commend the work entitled, 
“ Studies in Church History and Doctrines,” by Rev. L. F. Young, 
of this Conference. It is practical and concise, and will prove a 
valuable aid in League studies. 

7. We would call attention to the Epworth League Convention and 
mass-meeting, to be held in Cincinnati, September 29th and 30th. 

Plans are being made for a great meeting, and we would bespeak 
for the convention the co-operation of all the Leagues of the Conference.

FREEDMEN’S AID. 

In the providence of God, the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Edu- 
cation Society has become a mighty power in the education and de- 
velopment of God’s poor in the Southland. Since its organization, it 
has expended over two million dollars in that field, resulting in the 
development and maintenance of over forty schools and colleges. 
Nearly three hundred and fifty consecrated men and women are de- 
voting their lives to this work, and hundreds of trained men and 
women have gone out from these schools to bless the world in all the 
professions and industries of life. 

In view of the blessed work that has been accomplished by this 
Society, and that the people in the Southland have contributed over 
fifteen thousand dollars through the Conferences in that territory to 
this work, and nearly fifty thousand dollars by tuition and room-rent 
in the schools, thereby indicating that they are approaching a self- 
supporting basis, and in view of the enlarged work yet to be done ; 
therefore, 

Resolved , 1. That the apportionment made by the Board of Direc- 
tors, in their late annual meeting, of $f>,400 to this Conference, being 
one-fourth of what was given by the Conference for missions in 1888, 
be accepted, and that we ask the presiding elders to apportion the 
same to the various charges according to the Discipline, pledging our- 
selves to do all in our power to raise the same. 

Resolved, 2. That we will welcome the Secretaries of this Society 
to our pulpits to assist us in giving information to our people in re- 
gard to the workings of this Society, and that we will give this cause 
at least one service in all our appointments, at which it shall be fairly 
presented to our people, and they be asked to make their contributions 
to this cause alone, and that it shall not be taken at the same time 
with other collections. 
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Resolved , 3. That we commend the Christian Educator , the official 
organ of the Society, to our people, and will take pleasure in receiving 
their subscriptions for the same. 

Resolved , 4. That we will avail ourselves of all the helps provided 
by the office in Cincinnati, and that we will send for the Sunday 
Service, and use it in the presentation of this cause.

LAKESIDE CAMP-MEETING. 

Your Committee on Lakeside matters respectfully report as 
follows : 

We find that at Lakeside there are two organizations; viz, the 
Lakeside Company and the Lakeside Camp-meeting Association. 
The first, in time, was the Lakeside Company, made corporate for 
land, hotel, and dock purposes. There was then organized in the 
Central Ohio Conference a Lakeside Camp-meeting Association, with 
the provision that they might associate with them any other Confer- 
ences that they might desire. The Lakeside Company leased to this 
association in perpetuity the two — German and English — auditoriums, 
parks, the gate-fees, the profits on land transportation, and also the 
police and sanitary control of the entire grounds. On the other hand, 
the Association agreed to hold an annual camp-meeting on the grounds, 
but with no stipulations as to what kind of meetings shall be held 
so far as expense is concerned, and thus can always control their ex- 
penses, and keep them inside their income. These rights were fully ac- 
quired after three years of probation, and can not now be forfeited 
without a failure for three successive years to hold the promised meet- 
ings on the grounds. 

Since the first organization there has been taken into the Associa- 
tion the Central German Conference, the North and East Ohio Con- 
ferences. Each of these Conferences appoint twelve trustees — six 
clerical and six lay — one half elected each year; and these trustees 
constitute the Association which manages all the Lakeside meetings. 

The Association has, with great cordiality, invited this Conference 
to associate itself with the other four Conferences in the management 
of the Lakeside meetings by becoming a part of the Lakeside Camp- 
meeting Association. 

The policy of both the Lakeside Company and of the Association 
is absolutely settled on the question of closed gates on Sunday. Not 
even a skiff can on Sunday land anywhere along the shore of the 
grounds controlled by the Association. This battle has been fought 
and won, and now no mention is ever heard of reconsidering this 
policy. Even those who formerly opposed are now, in view of the 
splendid success of the present plan, its hearty supporters. Lakeside,

MISSIONS. 



The missionary spirit is the spirit of the gospel, and none can 
obey the command to go and preach to all nations who fail to be in 
sympathy with missionary labor. The day of indifference has passed, 
and we rejoice to know that the missionary thought is coextensive 
with the Church, and that men are consecrating themselves and their 
money at the altar of God. Well may this be, for the day has about 
come when we must cease praying the Lord’s Prayer, “ Thy kingdom 
come,” or give more to save the world. 

Missionary work is one, whether directed to help in foreign lands, 
on our Western borders, or in the degradation of our crowded cities, 
where, as in Cincinnati, the deaconesses, as the reflex effect of foreign 
missions, are reaching and helping the distressed, poverty-stricken, 
untaught children of woe in the very center of Christian civilization. 

Through the home and foreign work the cry for help encircles 
the earth, so that our obligation has no end. Our Methodist people 
are generous, and would do more if the needs were more fully un- 
derstood. . Your Committee would beg leave to urge upon the at- 
tention of the ministers and Churches within the bounds of our Con- 
ference, not only the need of greater zeal, but especially of better 
planning for missionary education among our people. As members 
come into the Church they should be taught that they are coming 
into a missionary society, with the obligation of annual dues. 

No service has brought better result in its sphere of influence than 
the monthly missionary prayer-meeting, and yet it has become ob- 
solete in most places. We recommend its revival in every charge, 
and that at these meetings papers on the separate fields of mission- 
work be read by various members of the Church. 

We also suggest that, not only a collection be taken once a month 
in the Sabbath-school, but that on the same Sabbath a missionary 
programme, participated in by the scholars, be given a part of the 
Sunday-school hour. 

7 
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To better inform our people, missionary literature should be cir- 
culated, consisting of tracts and papers, and attention should be es- 
pecially called to World-wide Missions and The Gospel in All Lands , 
the best papers for missionary information in America. 

If possible, the Woman’s Foreign and Home Societies should both 
be formed. In some cases it is best to organize the older members 
into one, and the young ladies into the other. 

We commend to the attention of the entire Conference the plan 
followed in the Hillsboro District, of joint platform meetings among 
the preachers in each charge before taking the collection. 

We rejoice in the wide-spread and increasing interest in this sub- 
ject in our Church. In five months of this year 2,364 converts have 
bowed at our Church altars in solemn dedication to God in the North 
India Conference alone. In other lands they are yielding in multi- 
plied hundreds, and in the not far future a nation may be born in a 
day into the kingdom of God 

Surely, when Christendom promises soon to belt the globe with 
loyal hearts won from savage barbarity to gospel light and love, we 
will not falter in heroic answer to the call of duty. 

Let the Church members regard their property as only held in 
trust for wise use by them as God’s stewards, and let the ministers 
plead with fiery zeal for this noble cause, and his desired kingdom 
will speedily come.

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Mormonism mocks at the sanctity of pure religion, and defies the 
iron-nerved arm of civil law. A moral nuisance, it was driven before the 
advance of civilization, until it established itself amid the natural fortifi- 
cations of our Western mountains. From this stronghold it’dispatched 
its missionaries to the ends of the earth, to beguile the ignorant, charm 
the covetous, and win the credulous to its fastness, fields, and harems. 

Claiming a new dispensation from Heaven, it struck at Christian 
marriage, which lies at the foundations of homes, on the virtue of 
which depends the purity and perpetuity of the American Republic. 
For monogamy it substituted polygamy, for the domestic chamber the 
harem. It has resisted armies, challenged judges, and defied states- 
manship. It has grown in numbers and wealth until it aspired to 
the dignity of a State, and thus endeavored to engraft the roots of a 
deadly cancer on the healthy body politic of the Republic. 

For a long time, distant from the centers of civilization, insulated 
by vast plains and lofty mountains, it seemed quarantined by natural 
barriers, and ceased to be feared. Stealthily it increased in numbers 
and wealth, multiplied its relations, and became a complex problem, 
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puzzling to philanthrophy and to statesmanship. It degraded woman, 
yoked her like a beast to the plow, locked her up in the disgraceful 
seraglio, servile to the vile passions of a lustful lord, and tore from 
her the last vestige of virtue. Society proceeds from the family, of 
which the wife is the living bond. Mormonism instituted a condition 
that turned the family into a human herd. Invaded by “ Gentiles,” 
it modified its cruelties and disguised its corruptions, until it came 
well-nigh blinding that vigilance which is the price of liberty. If toler- 
ated for another score of years, it will go on recruiting its ranks from 
the stupid peasantry of transatlantic countries, and the debauched 
yeomanry of our mountains, increasing in riches, secreting the muni- 
tions of war, purchasing partisan patronage, and, intrenched as it 
already is, it may exhaust the treasures of the National exchequer, 
and cost hecatombs of heroes to dislodge and dissipate it. We have 
only to recall how a few Modoc Indians, in the lava-beds, held out 
against numbers, hundreds more than they, and finally dictated the 
terms of their surrender, to be appalled at the military power of Mor- 
monism. It crowds Castle Garden ivith the lazzaroni of Europe, re- 
cruited from its pest-houses, to feed the great political ulcer of Utah. 
How long will we suffer the dumping of the paupers and criminals 
into our virgin territory, there to repeat the rapine and lust that has 
made Mormonism the scandal of the Nation? 

Shall a Nation that has extirpated slavery, quelled the barbarism 
of savage tribes, and struck sturdy blows at inebriety and the 
drink-traffic, delay to wipe it out? Will we be so recreant as to be- 
queath it as a legacy to generations following? It is senseless to 
punish bigamy in the States, and tolerate polygamy in Utah. In the 
name of that righteousness which exalteth a nation, and menaced by 
that sin which is a reproach to any people, we demand its eradication. 
Fidelity to God and loyalty to Christian civilization demand of all 
political parties inviting our suffrage an anti-Mormon plank in their 
platforms. And we do now declare that we will never cease our cry 
against this voracious cancer, until it is healed and cauterized so that 
not a fiber shall be left by which this feculent, ichorous, and mortal 
evil may be able to reproduce itself.

The angels announced our Master as one who should bring “ peace 
on earth, good-will towards men.” As followers of that Master, we 
pray for the speedy consummation of the angelic prophecy. We rejoice 
that we live in a land where there is neither “ war nor rumor of 
war.” We rejoice that we live in a land that feels under no necessity 
to keep a large standing army ; that in this fair land we are literally 
“beating our swords into plowshares, and our spears into pruning- ; 
hooks that where once the thunder of war was heard, can now be 
heard only the shriek of the locomotive, and the hum of machinery, . 
and the din of business. j 

What we enjoy for ourselves, that we wish for others ; and so we 
pray that the day may not be far distant when “nation shall not lift 
up a sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more,” 
but in every nation ‘ ‘ peace shall be as a river, and righteousness as 
the waves of the sea.” With every effort in this direction, we record 
ourselves in sympathy. 

To your Committee has been referred a communication from the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church (South), asking us to 
unite with them and other Christian bodies in a general effort to se- 
cure the settlement of international difficulties by arbitration. In 
accordance with the request of this communication, we recommend : 

First, that we adopt the form of petition submitted by that body ;

in 1891 ; Third, that the Secretary be instructed to report the action 
of our Conference to the body sending the communication. 

We recommend that Rev. Asbury Lowrey, D. D., be appointed 
delegate to the convention above named.

The paper is ably edited, full of in- 
teresting matter, and a great help in developing our young people 
along distinctively Methodistic lines. 

We regret that the Book Concern at Cincinnati has found it neces- 
sary this year to call attention to the fact that several of our brethren 
have accounts of some years’ standing still unsettled.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



To Christian men there can be but one conviction as touching 
the Sabbath as a divine institution. It is in the Decalogue, and takes 
its place in divine moral government by the same authority as do love 
and righteousness. As well question the perpetuity and beneficence 
of the First Commandment as of the Fourth. On this foundation we 
rest our faith in the Sabbath. 

Without divine authority there can be no conviction of conscience — 
no commanding obligation that alone can insure to the Church and 
the State a “ Sabbath keeping.” All there is of divine authority that 
makes to Christian faith the “ Word of God” the supreme “ rule of 
faith and practice,” makes the Sabbath the first and most sacred of all 
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divine institutions. “And God blessed the seventh day, and sancti- 
fied it because that in it he rested from all his works which God 
created and made.” 

We would make appreciative recognition of the beneficent ministry 
of the Sabbath rest to man individually, and to the brutes that serve 
him. Entering as it does a controlling fact, or giving time and char- 
acter to the public worship of God and the work of the Christian min- 
istry, subserving all interests of society and of good government, not 
to recognize this ministry would be an impeachment of its divine char- 
acter. Yet, first of all, and above all, as a body of Christian ministers, 
we avow our faith in the Christian Sabbath as a divine institution, and 
rest that faith where we rest our faith in the Fatherhood of God and 
the incarnation and ministry of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Secondly. We recognize as essential to the Christian Sabbath the 
first day of the week “ the Lord’s-day,” and not the recurring one 
day in seven, popularly called a Sabbath. The seventh-day Jewish 
Sabbath-keeping is as much out of place in Christianity as circumcis- 
ion and the daily priestly sacrifice. The synagogue meeting was 
seventh-day worship ; to this the apostles went, not to keep “ holy 
day,” but to preach Jesus the Christ. But when Christian societies 
were formed, the first, or “ resurrection-day,” w r as the day of holy con- 
vocation, and has continued in the Church in unbroken historical suc- 
cession until this present time. This day and the ordinance stand or 
fall together. That it may be some other day, is excluded by this 
record. The seventh day, and not a day in seven, was the Old Testa- 
ment Sabbath. The first day, and not one day out of seven, is the 
Christian Sabbath — a day which the “Lord hath made, and we will 
be glad and rejoice in it.” 

Thirdly. The Sabbath as related to civil government is purely 
Christian, and demands first of all of the Church that she keep “ holy 
day” for God in her doctrine, and above all in the conscience and in- 
dividual life of her ministry and membership — living epistles, know r n 
and read of all men. 

The Sabbath as an institution of the State belongs to the common 
or unwritten law’, and the civil Sabbath is but the statutory regulation 
of its observance. Our civil Sabbath, accordingly, is recognized by 
every State, really or nominally Christian, to which the business and 
duties of the citizens are made to conform, and this right of the State 
is not invaded or weakened by our doctrine of toleration, but is sanc- 
tioned and demanded by it. 

This is not an incorporation of the Sabbath law as a rule of religious 
faith and practice into the civil code. It compels no religious ob- 
servance, and offenses against it are not punishable as sins against 
God, but as injuries to society. It rests for its foundation where all 
statutory law rests that protects the morals of society; such as gambling, 
lotteries, and obscene literature. 

The civil Sabbath belongs to that unquestioned and admitted 
truth that Christianity is the common creed of the Nation. By this 
high authority, and in our place as ministers of the gospel, we de- 
mand that all secular business, as such, shall cease on this holy day, 
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whether of railroad traffic, the Sunday newspaper, or the corner- 
grocery. We affirm that the higher law of life and mercy presents 
no difficulty to the faithful and firm administration of our Sabbath 
laws that is not common to all law when the courts are true to the 
common faith of the Nation. 

We deprecate and condemn the prevalent disregard of the obliga- 
tions of the Christian Sabbath and the civil Sabbath alike in buying 
and selling on this day, in travel for convenience or pleasure by mem- 
bers of the Christian Churches, including her ministers. We depre- 
cate and condemn all Sabbath travel for gain or pleasure. We look 
with abhorrence on the Sunday excursion-train, that sinks the great 
railroad corporations, who arrange and provide for them, to the moral 
level of the gambling-house and the saloon. 

Through the daily press come already the foretokens of the pur- 
pose of the enemies of the Sabbath for open gates at the Columbian 
Exhibition to be held at Chicago. They were thwarted in 1876 at 
Philadelphia. Now, as then, they have begun this work early. Then, 
two years before the Exhibition, under demand for open gates on this 
day, the commission voted closed gates. Some eighteen months after- 
ward the conflict was renewed, and the Executive Committee affirmed 
the vote of the Commission. Still later the demand was renewed 
while the Exhibition was in progress, and the vote was taken by 
States, each State having one vote, and the gates remained closed 
on the Sabbath-day by the decisive majority of 29 to 9. 

We regard it as a befitting time to make record of this action. 
Said Joseph Hawley, president of the Commission : “ Before God, I am 
afraid to open the Exhibition gates on the Sabbath.” Commissioner 
Corliss, of Rhode Island, said: “All the good that would be ac- 

complished by this grand Exhibition would be neutralized if it is 
opened on Sunday. It would better never have been. Under no cir- 
cumstances will I consent to run my engine on Sunday.” 

To the end we may be saved from this threatened National disgrace 
and shame, we demand that the American idea of the Christian Sab- 
bath shall be kept inviolate at the approaching Columbian Exhibition 
in the name of the common Christian faith of the Nation. 

Touching questions of modes of travel on this day, we are not con- 
cerned. The sin is not in the mode but in the prostitution of any and of 
all modes for convenience, or pleasure, or gain. 

Concerning camp-meetings and the Sabbath, whether the camp- 
meeting, the very purpose of which is to excite and draw the multi- 
tude — Church men and non-Church men alike — of necessity causiug 
Sabbath travel, is justified to-day or not; or whether its necessary 
expenses shall be equally distributed by gate-fee, including the Sab- 
bath, or by any other method, — we leave to the determination of the 
individual conscience and corporate preferences, which are not 
amenable to ecclesiastical censure; only this, that all traffic be ex- 
cluded on the Sabbath-day as in a well-regulated Christian home or 
community.

Your Committee on Sunday-school would report: 

1. That the Sunday-school army, when properly conducted, is a 
wonderful agency for good. The Minutes of last year gives the grati- 
fying intelligence that four thousand five hundred and eight -souls 
were converted and added to the Church within the bounds of our 
Conference. Encouraging as these figures are, we are persuaded that 
it would be much larger if a hearty support could be secured of all 
our people. Therefore, we urge upon all the importance of a co- 
operation with the Sunday-school workers throughout the Church. 

2. That the growing tendency of all our schools to use the Sun- 
day-school supplies furnished by our own Church is gratifying indeed ; 
yet we fear that, in some schools at least, these supplies are substituted 
for the Bible, and the questions suggesting the answer, that are found 
in the Journals and Lesson Leaves, made to take the place of a thor- 
ough study of the lessons. We recommend the use of the Bible in 
every class as the chief text-book, and a thorough study of each les- 
son, with the view of bringing out and enforcing the great moral and 
religious truths contained in them. 

3. We would also recommend that, if possible, none but converted 
persons, that love God and the Church, be placed in charge of our 
Sunday-schools or be made teachers of the classes. 

4. That a few minutes each Sunday be given to the study of the 
Methodist Episcopal Catechism. 

5. That the schools be taught to give systematically to the benevo- 
lent institutions of our Church. 

6. That the parents, the superintendents, and the teachers, as well 
as the preachers, do all in their power to counteract the impression 
that seems to prevail, that the Sunday-school is the children’s Church, 
and that an earnest effort be made to bring all the children into the 
public services of the Church. 

7. That the preachers bring more clearly to the notice of the Sun- 
day-schools the demauds of the Sunday-school Union of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.

TEMPERANCE 



Methodism has always been in the front in great moral reforms. 
Being an outgrowth of a revival of Scriptural holiness, it could not well 
be otherwise. Mr. Wesley, adhering to the Word of God as the only and 
the sufficient rule of faith and practice, believed that we should “abhor 
that which is evil,” as well as “ cleave to that which is good.” Hence 
he abhorred and denounced slavery and the slave-trade when thousands 
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of his countrymen derived their chief revenues from slave-labor. He 
denounced in unsparing terms the manufacture and traffic in rum when 
the Government itself was a partner in the infamous business. En- 
lightened by the Word and Spirit of God, he saw that this was his duty. 
And he dared to do his duty, because he knew that God was on his 
side. Hence, on all questions of moral reform, he was in advance of his 
age, and sought to be fully abreast of the divine requirements. It was 
from a sense of Christian obligation, therefore, that in his “ General 
Rules” he prohibited “drunkenness, buying or selling spirituous liq- 
uors, or drinking them, unless in cases of extreme necessity.” 

The Methodist Episcopal Church was organized under Mr. Wes- 
ley’s direction, and by men who held his principles and were imbued 
with his spirit. And they incorporated this rule against the traffic in 
and use of intoxicants into the organic law of the Church, and there 
it remains to this day. For a hundred and six years, therefore, as a 
Church, we have had constitutional prohibition. 

In addition to, and in harmony with, this constitutional prohibition 
of dram-selling and dram-drinking, the General Conference of 1884 
declared that “ the proper attitude of Christians toward this traffic is 
one of uncompromising opposition.” And the same Conference de- 
clared that “ we are unalterably opposed to the enactment of laws 
that propose, by license, taxing, or otherwise, to regulate the drink- 
traffic, because they provide for its continuance, and afford no protec- 
tion against its ravages.” That the Church is not lowering her 
standard touching this great moral reform is evident from the fact that 
at the last General Conference our Board of Bishops, in their Quad- 
rennial Address, declared that the liquor-traffic “ can not be legalized 
without sin,” and that “ license, high or low, is vicious in principle 
and powerless as a remedy.” 

The Conference adopted that address, and thereby sanctioned its 
utterances. It should be borne in mind, therefore, that the Methodist 
Episcopal Church stands upon the platform that the liquor-traffic 
“ can not be legalized without sin.” 

But the organized liquor-power of this country demands the con- 
tinued legalization of this criminal business. And that power is be- 
coming more and more arrogant and overbearing. Because of this, it 
is needful that the Church should be more active in all lines of Chris- 
tian temperance- work. 

Therefore we recommend — (1) That a gospel temperance service be 
held in every Church at least once a quarter, under the auspices of 
the pastor and the Committee on Temperance. (2) That the temper- 
ance lesson in the international series be faithfully studied and taught 
every quarter in all our Sunday-schools. (3) That our ministers and 
members encourage, and, as far as practicable, co-operate with the 
National Temperance Society, the noble women of this land in all 
departments of Christian Temperance Union work, law and order 
leagues, and all other temperance organizations whose aim is to “ res- 
cue the perishing, and care for the dying.” 

We submit the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved . That the liquor-traffic is sinful, and should be de- 
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dared criminal, and the liquor-dealer should be treated accordingly, 
instead of being formally protected by tax and license laws. 

2. That the receiving of money by the State as tax or license fees 
is to share in the profits of the criminal business, and to offer a bribe 
to the tax-payer to support by his ballot the license and taxing policies. 

3. That we favor the destruction, root and branch, of the drink- 
traffic, and are unalterably opposed to the taxing and license policies. 

4. That we can not in any way affiliate with or support any or- 
ganization which compromises the prohibition of the liquor-traffic by 
favoring either the taxing or license policy. 

5. That we will earnestly co-operate with our fellow-citizens in any 
and all measures, local, State, and National, that restrict the liquor- 
traffic by prohibition, provided such measures do not indorse the license 
or taxing policy. 

6. That we send greetings and good cheer to the friends of pro- 
hibition now waging so gallant a battle against license and in favor of 
prohibition of the drink-traffic in Nebraska, and assure them of our 
co-operation and prayers. 

7. That we regard, as heretofore, and proclaim as our motto, 
“ voluntary total abstinence from all intoxicants as the true ground 
of personal temperance, and complete legal prohibition of the traffic 
in intoxicating drinks as the duty of civil government.’ 7

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — The General Conference of 1888 
took the necessary action to hand down to the Annual Conferences, 
during the year 1890, a proposition to change section 2 of paragraph 
63 (Discipline of 1888), so that it shall read as follows: 

Section 2. The General Conference shall not allow of more than one min- 
isterial representative for every fourteen members of an Annual Conference, 
nor of a less number than one for every forty-five, nor of a greater number of 
lay delegates than there may be ministerial delegates in the same Annual Con- 
ference ; provided, nevertheless, that when there shall be in any Annual Con- 
ference a fraction of two-thirds the number which shall b§ fixed for the ratio of 
representation, such Annual Conference shall be entitled to an additional dele- 
gate for such fraction ; and provided, also, that no Conference shall be denied 
the privilege of one ministerial and one lay delegate. 

This action is thus communicated to the Annual Conferences sev- 
erally, by order of the Board of Bishops.

MEMOIRS. 

Rev. George H. Kennedy. 

The subject of this sketch was born near Addison, Champaign County, O., 
on the 8th of November, 1824, and died in Tippecanoe City, September 19, 1889, 
in his sixty-fifth year. Of his early life the Writer is not informed, further than 
that he drifted into Springfield, O., and learned the clothing business and the 
trade of tailor. But God had more important work for him to perform. He 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church some time about 1850, and, though not 
yet converted, was appointed a class-leader in old Columbia Street Church in 
Springfield. Shortly afterward, and while he was attempting to lead class, the 
cloud that had so long burdened his mind was lifted, and he was enabled to re- 
joice in a reconciled Savior. Soon after this, Rev. Granville Moody, D. D., was 
appointed to the pastorate of this old Church, and at once recognized in the 
young class-leader gifts and abilities that eminently fitted him for the work of 
the Christian ministry. But young Kennedy was a modest man, and he hesi- 
tated. In short, it was the old story over, the weakness of the flesh shrinking 
from the great responsibilities of calling men to Christ. However, the Church 
continued to urge, and the pastor, who was a man of great wisdom, to plead with 
our brother to thrust himself into the vineyard as a laborer for the Master. His 
natural timidity abating somewhat, he applied for admission, and was received 
on trial in the Cincinnati Conference in the fall of 1853. 

His fields of labor were as follows, until he laid down his armor, and re 
ceived his crown: 1853, Lock port ; 1854, Addison; 1855 a d 1856, Camden; 
1857 and 1858, Davisson Chapel, Dayton; 1859, Lewisburg; 1860 and 1861, 
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Bethany; 1862 and 1863, Concord; 1864. 1865, and 1866, Miamisburg; 1867 and 
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Kings Creek; 1882, Cedarville; 1883 and 1884, Mingo; 1885 and 1886, Catawba ; 
1887 and 1888, Tippecanoe and Milton. He had just received bis appointment 
to Concord Circuit, and filled the first Sabbath. But God, who sees not as man 
sees, has bidden our brother to enter into the rest which is eternal. 

Brother Kennedy was a good man ; the Lord set his approval upon his 
ministry in many gracious revivals of religion. During his thirty six years of 
active ministeral work, hundreds of souls were converted and added to the Church 
through his faithful labors. He was no place-seeker, but a cheerful, patient 
toiler. He took up the work which fell to his lot in the order of Providence, and 
went forward, zealously urging men and women to come to Christ, and laboring 
to build them up in the faith of the gospel. 

His last sickness was very brief. He was taken with a severe chill on Mon- 
day evening, and from that hour, notwithstanding all was done that medical 
skill could devise and patient and loving care could bestow, he continued to 
grow worse until three o’clock on Thursday morning, when he ceased to suffer 
and entered into rest. Such was the nature of his disease (typhoid pneumonia) 
that he was delirious most of the time, and yet the ruling passion of his life as- 
serted itself in his unconscious moments. He prayed and exhorted, and at one 
time sang, or tried to sing, as he had often done in his revival meetings. “ O, if 
I could only get them converted,” he murmured; and thus this man of God had 
the interest of the people on his heart, even in his dying hours. Several hours 
before his death he seemed to be sinking rapidly, and his wife, anxious for one 
more look of recognition and one more expression of trust in the Savior, leaned 
over him, and with loving earnestness inquired if he knew her, and if the Savior 
was precious. Then it was that he threw all the energy of his dying moments 
into his last expression and words. Turning his face full upon her, as it beamed 
with an unearthly brightness, he said : “ Yes, my dear, the Savior is with me all 
the time, and he will provide for you.” 

Brother Kennedy was one of God’s noblemen. He was generous, courteous, 
and the very soul of honor. Men of the world, who were not Christians, were 
compelled to acknowledge that he was an upright man ; that he lived the religion 
he professed and preached. 

He leaves an aged mother and three sisters, besides his own immediate 
family circle, to mourn their loss. May the gentle, loving Shepherd have all the 
bereaved ones in his especial keeping ! Brethren of the Cincinnati Conference, 
our brother and co-worker has left us the legacy of a pure and noble life ; a life 
consecrated to God and good works; a life of devotion to the very highest inter- 
ests of humanity. Let us, with the bereaved family, follow on, until we shall 
overtake him some sweet day in the home that knows no tears nor partings.

Rev. S. A. Brewster. 

Kev. S. A. Brewster was born near Bellbrook, Greene County, Ohio, in 
April, 1826, and died peacefully in Troy, Sunday, May 25, 1890, in* the sixty- 
fifth year of his age. He was reared in a Christian home, and as the result of 
his early training he was converted and joined the Church at the age of eleven 
years. Thirsting for knowledge as he grew in years, he left the farm, and sought 
in the university at Delaware such preparation as he felt that he needed to equip 
him for the higher and more responsible duties of life. His mind was turned 
first toward the medical profession, and he pursued such a course of study for 
two years, attending lectures in the city of Cincinnati, intending to make that 
his profeasion for life. But God had other work for our brother. A good while 
he struggled with his convictions concerning the ministry, not being fully per- 
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suaded in his own mind, and hesitating at the threshold of such a sacred calling. 
However, the matter was fully decided on the old Lisle Camp-ground near 
Xenia, O., after hearing a sermon from Dr. J. M. Trimble, and thenceforward he 
never hesitated or turned aside until he ceased at once to w r ork and live. 

He was received on trial in the Cincinnati Conference in 1854, and appointed 
to New Burlington Circuit, where he served one year. His subsequent fields of 
labor were as follows: 1855, New Carlisle; 1856-1857, Jamestown; 1858-1859, 
Yellow Springs ; 1860-1861, Wilmington ; 1862-1863, New Lexington ; 1864-1866, 
Asburv, Cincinnati; 1867-1868, McKendree, Cincinnati; 1869-1871, Central 
Church, Springfield ; 1872-1874, Franklin ; 1875-1877, Troy ; 1878-1881, presid- 
ing elder Springfield District; 1882-1884, Eaton; 1885, Christie, Cincinnati; 
1886-1887, Oxford ; 18S8-89, Troy, where he was serving most happily and suc- 
cessfully his second pastoral term. 

During his second year at Wilmington he enlisted in the service of his 
country, and was appointed as chaplain of the 40th Ohio Regiment, Volunteer 
Infantry. Although there appears no break in his appointments for thirty-six 
years, yet such is the case, and his honorable discharge from the service shows, 
as above, that he served in the army as chaplain one year. Nearly thirty-six 
years of service to the Church, as pastor and presiding elder, have been well and 
faithfully rounded up, when like “a ripe shock of corn” our brother beloved 
has been gathered into the garner of our Lord. Brother Brewster was a noble 
man. He was never jealous of his brethren ; never spoke slightingly of them or 
of their w'ork. There was something about him that drew you toward him, and 
the warm grasp of his hand, full of his soul, was verily “ a God-speed you ” to 
all of his brethren. He was not an ambitious man, only in the higher and bet- 
ter sense of that term. He cared but little about place or honors which have 
such a glamour for many professional men. He had learned to know the emp- 
tiness of many of these things, and hence they had no charm for him. His am- 
bition was to do good, to build up the Church, and to see Zion prosper, no matter 
who was most honored among the hosts of Israel. In my judgment, S. A. 
Brewster was pre-eminently a man in whom was embodied the spirit and senti- 
ment of that beautiful text, “ In honor preferring one another.” As a preacher 
of the Word he was instructive, earnest, evangelical, and often eloquent indeed, 
as his own soul glowed with the sacred themes with which he was dealing. As 
a pastor he was faithful to every interest. He visited the sick, and was always 
welcome. The little children ran to meet him on the street, because they knew 
that he was their friend. He counseled the wayward, gained their confidence, 
and as often as possible helped them to a better life. The lines upon which he 
traveled for so many years in his work, led always to the hearts of the people, 
and hence his success. When the stroke descended which prostrated this 
Christian warrior, men in the Churches, and out of the Churches, came with 
money in their open palms, and with offers of service — anything to relieve the 
gloom of that stricken household, or the suffering husband and father. The 
whole community felt bereaved in his death. There was no dying testimony; 
there certainly needed to be none, after more than fifty years in the Christian 
life, and not far from forty years in the active work of the Christian ministry. 
He preached twice in his own pulpit the Sunday before he was stricken with his 
fatal illness. On Tuesday he was present at the ministerial meeting of his own 
district, and took part in the exercises. The next morning the deadly stroke 
fell, paralyzing the entire right side, involving the tongue, and largely the 
brain ; for though conscious to recognize family and special friends, yet the 
mind w r as too weak to dwell upon anything longer than a moment at a time. 
The poor, palsied tongue tried hard to give expression to his feelings, but in 
vain. The loving messages from his brethren in the ministry, and from many 
friends, brought to his bedside, touched him deeply, but he could not respond, 
only with a look of intense desire and love. 

For a little more than thirty years Sister Brewster, now so suddenly be- 
reaved, shared the toils and triumphs of our brother s ministry. He was a 
devoted husband, and a most tender and affectionate father. Into this almost 
ideal Christian home in every respect, came four children, who were cultivated 
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and trained for the Lord. As the result, one boy is preaching the gospel in 
India, another teaching in our Southland, while the third, an invalid in the 
home, is nevertheless, by his patience and Christian spirit, a constant benediction 
to his sorrowing mother and only sister. Some things puzzle us. “ Here we 
see through a glass darkly.” Why his dear Frank, so pure in life, and so clear 
in intellect, should be so deeply afflicted, was a problem upon which the now 
sainted father often reflected here. Why his boy, so promising, and before whom 
so many fields of usefulness seemed to be opening here, should sacrifice all these, 
and go down into the darkness and superstitions of India, to teach men the way 
of salvation, he did not quite understand. Perhaps the reasons for all this are 
plainer to him now, as he sees “the King in his beauty ” and rests in his pres- 
ence. O, if our brother could speak to-day to his stricken family, and to his 
hosts of friends, out of the “ exceeding glory” into which he has entered, he 
would comfort every heart with the assurance, “All well, and all well forever.” 
Another Christian hero has fallen asleep in Jesus. How grand thus, when life’s 
meridian is passed, to die on the field, amid the din and smoke of battle, with 
the shout of victory in one’s ear, rather than long years of superannuation, in 
feebleness and decay, looking on, but unable to help in the mighty conflicts with 
sin and wickedness ! This manly brother will be greatly missed at Conference, 
among his people, in the pulpit, everywhere; but nowhere quite so much as in 
the circle of his own loved home. The manly presence, the noble, generous, 
good husband and father, will be missed ; but he is the victor to day; for like 
the conquering hero, “ he wraps the drapery of his couch about him, and lies 
down to pleasant dreams.” May God bless and comfort the bereaved and scat- 
tered household, and bring them at last to the everlasting reunion of heaven!

In her youth she espoused the cause of the downtrodden African race among 
her slaveholding relatives in Kentucky. She would teach them to read, and 
show them how to make their own garments, so that they might become self- 
reliant. She always befriended them in their affliction. As a consequence, 
many earnest tears w T ere shed by the colored people during her sickness and death. 

She possessed a large missionary heart and spirit. In her single days she 
consented to go to Western Africa as a missionary, and would have gone if her 
mother had not interfered; and probably would have laid her bones there, as 
the lady did who took her place, in a few months after she landed in Africa. 

She was educated chiefly in Clermontville Academy, in which she also 
served as an assistant teacher. She w r as principal in one division of the public 
schools in New Richmond, Ohio, for a number of years, and was a very popular 
teacher. Here, September 9, 1854, she became the wife of Rev. W. J. Quarry, 
of the Cincinnati Conference. She labored faithfully in all the Church work 
appropriate to her sphere as a minister’s wife. She shared with him the toils 
and joys of an itinerant life in eleven Conference appointments, the last of which 
was in Felicity. Here her very effective labors, particularly in the infant de- 
partment of the Sabbath-school, were highly appreciated. It is conceded she 
had few, if any equals, in this department of Sabbath-school work. 
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Naturally of a generous heart, she always welcomed her friends to her 
home and hospitalities, especially the itinerant ministers. 

She was a great sufferer from overtaxed nerves for a number of years. On 
Tuesday night, the 18th March, she was stricken with paralysis. Her suf- 
ferings were excruciating, yet she bore all without a murmur. With regard to 
the great hereafter, she said : “All is right and bright.” She seemed to be skirt- 
ing Beulahland, and had rapturous visions of heaven’s glories, and conversed 
with the spirits of loved ones gone before, till, on the evening of April 7th, Jesus 
came and sweetly kissed her spirit away, and she ascended to be “ forever with 
the Lord.” 

She leaves a husband and daughter to mourn her loss, but they sorrow in 
hope of a happy reunion in the better land. William H. Sutherland.
